The  man  who  eats  the 
meat  shouhl  pay  lor  it,  ami  the  man  who 
pays  shouhl  ne\er  have  any  restrictions 
jilaced  upon  his  supply.  llTeit  to  (irivate 
nninagemem,  and  if  the  fullest  comtietition 
is  invited,  we  are  convinced  ihat  there  will 
be  very  little  danger  that  the  beef  supply  o\' 
this  city  will  be  restricted,  or  that  prices 
will  1)0  excessive.

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It  would  be  interesting  to  know  just 
what  tlie  Sao  Paulo  i)lanters  desire  to 
have  done  for  them.  They  have  had 
generations  of  slaves  to  work  for  them, 
they  have  had  all  the  favors  and  jirivileges 
that  any  country  could  confer,  they  have 
had  laws  and  incalculable  appropriations 
for  the  introduction  of  European  colonists 
on  terms  designed  solely  for  their  benefit, 
and  now  thoy  have  a  final  concession  from 
the  government  of  the  privilege  of  in- 
troducing Chinese  labor.  And  yet  they 
are  not  satisfied.  They  meet  to  discuss  the 
ways  and  means,  and  there  learn  that  it 
will  cost  ^'25  per  capita  to  imjiort  the 
Chinaman,  while  the  bonus  granted  by  the 
state  will  not  reach  one-fiftli  that  sum.  As 
they  have  not  been  accustomed  to  pay  for 
such  favors,  they  first  hesitate — ami  tlien 
they  resolve  to  appeal  to  Congress  ami  the 
municipalides  for  assistlnce.  They  want 
the  taxpayers  to  import  their  laborei 
particularly  as  the  said  taxpayers  are  of 
another  class,  and  the  funds  must  eventually 
come  in  great  part  from  the  working 
classes.  It  is  a  fine  scheme  surely,  but  it 
reflects  very  little  credit  on  the  rich  planters 
of  Braicil.  If  they  need  labor  and  the 
lienefits  are  for  them,  why  do  tliey  not  act 
for  themselves  and  meet  the  costs  from  their 
own  pockets  ?  Why  should  the  taxpayers 
of  Brazil,  who  are  largely  the  consumers  of 
the  necessities  of  life,  pay  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  their  laborers  ?  Why  should  the 
native  laborers,  who  are  in  need  of  all  this 
work,  contribute  toward  the  expenses  of 
introducing  men  to  take  their  places  ? 
And  why  should;  the  residents  of  Rio 
Grande,  PernamDuco  and  Para  pay  for  the 
support  of  plantations  in  Sao  Paulo  ?  It  is 
an  iniquitous  system  from  every  point  of 
view.

The  continued  failure  of  the  municipal 
authorities  to  meet  their  obligations  to  cat- 
tle dealers  and  their  employes  at  Santa 
Cruz,  should  be  considered  a  convincing 
argument  against  the  further  administration 
of  the  public  slaughter-house  by  the  city. 
There  has  not  beep  a  year  since  the  creation 
of  the  Santa  Cruz  slaughterdtouse  in  which 
losses  to  the  revenue  and  disgraceful  scan- 
dals have  not  occurred.  There  is,  in  fact, 
not  one  single  redeeming  feature  in  the 
whole  record  of  that  undertaking  which  is 
creditable  to  .the  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  nor 
can  one  siAgle  reason  be  drawn  from  its 
record  whic!i?will  justify  its  retention  by  the 
municipal  autjiorittes.  It  has  been  a  source 
of  corruption  and  jobbery,  an  instrument  of 
favoritism,  injustice  and  oppression,  a  scene 
of  frequent  disorder  and  endless  complaint. 
Many  a  time  the  beef  supply  of  this  gre:.t 
city  has  been  threatened  with  summary 
suspension  by  the  strikes  of  unpaid  employes

Tlie  vigin-ous  opposition  of  the  .Tomal  do 
Commercio  to  the  i)rojecled  fusion  of  the 
lianco  do  \\x\/\\  anil  the  lianco  da  Re- 
publica,  has  lu-eu  largely  based  upon  the 
illegality  of  vanous  features  of  the  scheme. 
The  issue  of  bonuses  (or  homls)  as  an  aid 
to  industrj',  is  considered  not  only  as  an 
absurdity,  but  as  a  violation  of  the  under- 
standing established  by  Congress  in  de- 
clining to  take  tip  a  pre\'ious  executive 
recoinineiulation  for  t!ie  extension  of  such 
aicl.  When  the  first  pro]iosition  came  up, 
ha\ing  been  recommended  in  the  Pre- 
sident's message  to  Congress,  it  was  fully 
discussed  in  Congress,  in  the  press,  anil  in 
meetings  of  manufacturers  and  merchants, 
and  its  rejection  followed.  Now,  ignoring 
all  this,  the  go\-ernment  resurrects  tlu 
rejected  scheme  and  jiroposes,  through  r 
dictatorial  decree,  to  issue  bonds,  01  boniise: 
for  this  jiurposc  to  a  total  of  100,000,000$. 
or  40,000.000$  more  than  was  originally 
asked  fur! 

in  addition  to  this  the  govermnent  does 
not  specify  the  conditions  on  which  the 
hanks  should  make  use  of  this  loan,  as  was 
the  case  with  the  '■  aid  to  agriculture  '"  bill 
some  years  ago.  The  banks  may  therefore 
ask  any  rate  of  interest  and  stijiulate  what- 
ever condition  thev  please.  I)v  which  means 
the  "suffering  industries"  will  receive  no 
more  aid  than  it  may  suit  the  convenience 
of  the  bank  to  grant.  It  is  suspecteil  that 
at  least  40,000.000$  of  this  issue  will  be 
reipiiredby  the  Treasury  for  pressing  needs, 
and  that  the  banks  will  find  many  long- 
deferred  uses  for  the  remaintler.  The 
purpose  of  extending  aiil  to*industries  will 
therefore  ]>rove  a  mere  subterfuge. 

The  Jornal  also  calls  attention  to  another 
grave  defect  in  the  scheme — the  standing 
of  the  bank  itself  As  a  goverinneiit 
institution,  the  source  of  the  national 
circulating  medium,  and  the  agent  of  the 
Treasury  in  all  its  important  transactions,  it 
should  be  a  solid  and  conservative  in- 
stitution. And  yet  this  new  and  important 
bank  enters  upon  its  career  by  having  a 
moratorium  for  a  part  of  its  indebtedness  to 
the  state,  and  a  "relief"  for  the  remainiiii,'- 
part !  \i  this  new  bank  is  to  "ex|iand  and 
strengthen  public  wealth  in  die  interior  and 
in  the  foreign  relations  of  the  country," 
and  if  it  is  to  extend  its  powerful  aid  (!)  to 
the  government  in  times  of  need,  why 
should  it  be  necessary  to  provide  these 
special  measures  of  relief,  cancelling  a  part 
of  its  indclitedness  and  granting  time  for 
the  rest  ?  How  is  it  possible  to  create  a 
great  credit  institution  out  of  a  hank  which 
practically  compromises  for  a  large  part  of 
its  indebtedness  at  the  very  beginning  of  its 
career  ?  And  how  much  of  public  con- 
fidence can  such  a  bank  command  ? 

Still  another  defect  in  the  decree  is  the 
permission  granted  the  new  bank  to  re- 
tluce  its  arbitivary  capital  of  iyo,ooo,ooo$ 
to  150,000,000$  si.x  months  after  begin- 
ning operations.  If  there  is  any  justifica- 
tion for  such  a  step,  it  ought  to  exist  now 
and  the  capital  should  be  reduced  before 
its  inauguration.  Tampering  with  the 
capital  of  an  association  in  this  manner  is 
far  from  being  an  element  of  strength. 
The  explanation  is  that  this  is  done  to 
enable  the  bank  to  receive  its  own  shares 
in  payments  of  debts,  a  measure  apparently 
designed  to  cover  up  some  of  the  grossest 
scandals  connected  w'ith  the  early  manage- 


ment of  the  Banco  da  Repuhlica,  which 
was  created  and  owned  in  great  pan  by 
several  so-called  banks  ami  wlio  still  owe 
it  large  sums  of  money.  I'erinitting  this 
bank  to  thus  receive  its  own  shares  in  pay- 
ment of  debts,  in  order  to  conceal  irregular 
transactions,  is  not  only  a  gro.ss  piece  of 
favoritism,  but  it  is  a  dangerous  precedent. 
Still  further,  no  rate  is  fi.xed  for  the 
acceptance  of  these  sbar 
par  rate  of  200$,  or  the  p 
of  75S  ? 

It  iy  furtlier  noted  that  ihe  new 
will  begin  life  with  an  indelnedne^ 
311,000,000$.  of  which  iSo,oo.,ooo$ 
be  owing  to  tlie  Treasury,  This  is  assu 
not  a  very  ausjiicious  beginning  for  a. 
upon  which  so  much  depentK.  I'.m 
is  not  the  worst,  for  its  assets  will  consisl 
largely  of  stocks  and  obligations  at  present 
depreciated  60  to  So  per  cent.  It  will 
require  a  miracle  to  create  solvency  from 
such  a  state  of  allltirs,  and  we  may  soon 
expect,  therefore,  a  worse  ami  far  more 
lierilous  situation  than  we  now  ha\  e.

And 
as  it  is  not  exccption.il  that  our  nation:ility  should 
be  composed  of  a  mixture  of  races,  it  is  not  just 
ihat  we  should  be  derided  for  it.  I  sliall  not 
exaggerate  in  saying  that  there  is  not  an  English, 
I-'rench,  or  German  colony  in  any  part  of  the 
world,  where  a  mixed  race  has  not  resulted.  The 
midatto  Is  not  unknown  in  the  West  Indies  and 
the  United  States,  and  I  have  even  heard  that 
Hudson  Iky  Co.  olTicials  in  Canada  have  been 
known  to  take  Indian  wives  itnto  themselves.  In 
India,  Australia,  and  Cape  Colony  also,  mixed 
races  are  to  be  found,  and  even 'in  Hongkong 
traces  of  the  proud  Saxon  are  not  unknown  in 
native  quarters.  And  even  here  in  Brazil,  permit 
me  to  say  it,  more  than  one  instance  can  be  cited 
where  the  households  of  rich  .tntl  inilnenlial 
'  ^uit.s  (we  du  not  call  aiieiiiion  lo  men

sojIF  versus  an  official  decree. 

Fads. 

Kccently  the  Brazilian  government  issued  .1 
decree  that  immigrants,  natives  of  Arabia  and 
Turkey,  would  be  prohibited  landing  in  their 
country  (the  reasons  for  such  prohibition  are  not 
given)  and  authorities  at  the  several  ports  are  on 
Uie  look-out  to  carry  out  these  orders  given  by  the 
government  to  see  that  the  Arab  or  Turk  does  not 
effect  a  landing  should  he  come  to  their  shores, 

A  curious  incident  occurred  in  October  last 
when  100  odd  bold  Arabs  and  Turks  (including 
four  performing  hears)  arrived  by  steamer  at  Rio 
de  Janeiro  from  Europe,  purposing  to  land  there, 
but  were  stop|ied,  the  captain  being  ordered  to 
keep  them  on  board.  Tiie  inconvenience  of  this 
command  may  be  imagined,  when,  be  it  known, 
the  vessel  they  were  on  had  not  more  than  half 
completed  her  voyage,  her  destination  being  Chill. 

However  there  was  no  alternative,  and  it  was 
decided  to  keep  the  vessel  in  Rio  harbor  until  a 
return  vessel  for  Europe  arrived.  In  two  or  three 
days  she  came,  when  tlie  mo  odd  were  transferred 
to  her;  they,  being  without  the  means,  were  unable 
to  pay  their  way,  and  the  vessel  receiving  them 
had  no  accommodation  to  offer.  So  there  stood  the 
disappointed  Arabs  and  Turks  on  the  open  deck 
of  the  vessel  with  the  prospect  of  a  twenty  days' 
journey  without  covering  to  protect  them  from 
elements  experienced  on  a  voyage. 

Now,  could  the  authorities  he  prev.ailed  on  to 
allow  these  poor  destitutes  to  land  ?    No ! 

Or,  would  they  receive  a— if  this  100  odd  could 
raise  the  means  ?     Oh  n — o ! 

So  there  was  nothing  left  for  them  but  to  return 
to  Europe,  or  to  resort  to  some  stratagem  to 
.defeat  the  law  (ncwly-inade).  The  various  in- 
tellects on  board  were  set  iu  motion,  but  without 
arriving  at  any  definite  plan.  An  ingenious  mind 
suggested  soap^  but  the  prevailing  opinion  was 
that  it  wouldn't  wa.sh.     It  did ;  thus. 

Each  Arab  or  Turk,  be  or  she,  was  given  a  piece 
of  soap  (Sunlight  soap)  and  was  shewn  to  a  tub  of 
water.  The  effect  was  wonderful;  the  transfor- 
mation was.  so  complete,  and  the  authorities  were 
so  bamboozled  that  before  the  steamer  left  Rio  only 
30  odd  of  these  wily  Arabs  and  Turks  remained 
on  board,  the  others  having  passedthe  unconscious 
guards. 

Tlircc  days  later  the  steamer  turned  up  at  port 
again,  Bahia  this  time,  and  the  so:ip  had  not  been 
negleclod;  so  after  a  stay  of  a  few  hours  the  last 
of  the  wily  100  odd  were  on  land  in  Brazil,  and 
were  left,  behind  to  carry  on  their  trades  as  pedlars 
and  artisans  and  exhibiting  their  performing  bears 
to  the  less' enlightened  negroes. 

Many  were  tlie  after  ejaculations  made  by  those 
remaining  on  board  as  to  this  mysterious  change 
in  color  and  cUsappearance  of  this  warlike-looking 
band  of  Orientals;  little  did  they  think  that  the 
whole  secret  lay  in  the  use  of  soap. 

Many  curious,  incidents  occurred  on  board  by 
using  this  soap,  They  arc  too  numerous  to  relate 
but  one  further  may  be  given. 

A  female  (Turkish),  one  of  the  wily  100,  dis- 
covered her  husband  on  board  after  le.iving  Rio; 
he  on  his  way  as  passenger  to  Bahia.  .She  recog- 
nized him,  but  he  not  her  at  first.  Later  on  the 
recognition  became  mutual,  a  mutual  fuss  made 
and  they  became  mutually  happy  .and  landed.  So 
much  ior  soap ;  these  are  marvellous  proofs  of 
■what  soap  will  do.  Firstly  it  washes  away  a  re- 
cently made  Brazilian  law,  and  secondly  it  so 
transforms  a  woman  that  her  husband  does  not 
recognize  her.

QUARANTINE  AND  CLEANLINESS. 

Great  Britain  is  so  .siiuated  commercially  ttiat  the 
interruption  of  the  movement  of  shipping  liy  rifjid 
quarantine  regulations  is  a  very  serious  matter,  a 
l.ict  which  has  led  to  a  prelly  thorough  study  of 
i!ie  befit  means  o(  dealing  with  iiifectiom  diseases 
of  foreign  origin,  One  result  has  been  the  reduc- 
tion of  quarantine  to  tlie  sim[>ldst  form,  while 
special  attention  is  given  to  the  sanitary  condition 
of  seaports  and  of  cities  and  towns,  IJurini:;  the 
recent  epidemic  of  cholera  on  theContinent,  thougli 
England  was  in  constant  and  close  communication 
with  tlie  ports  ol  Germany,  Holland  and  France, 
and  especially  liable  to  receive  the  infection  from 
those  countries,  there  was  comparatively  little 
detention  of  vessels  or  interference  with  the  move- 
ment of  passengers  or  merchandise,  and  very  few 
cases  of  cholera  appeared  in  the  country.  I'rompt 
and  effective  altentmn  was  given  to  actual  cases  on 
shipboard  and  to  vessels  known  to  be  infetled,  and 
there  was  little  interference  with  those  having  clean 
l)ills  of  health,  IhougU  a  walch  was  kept  upon  pas- 
sengers from  infected  ports  for  a  period  of  five 
days  after  landing.  Travel  and  traffic  were 
scarcely  interrupted  at  all,  and  immunity  from 
cholera  was  largely  due  to  effective  treatment  o! 
actual  infection  wherever  it  showed  itself,  and  to 
sanitary  conditions  whi:h  were  unfavor-ible  to  its 
spread, 

Old-fashioned  methods  of  quarantine  with  their 
vexatious  restr.ainis  and  their  interference  willi 
commerce  and  travel  are  inhcritetl  from  the  tiiiies 
when  contagious  diseases  were  liable  to  become 
epidemic  wherever  Ihey  might  gain  a  foothold,  on 
account  of  conditions  wliicli  favored  their  rapid 
propagation.  The  only  safety  was  in  keeping 
them  out  altogether,  and  m  jirecnntions  were  re- 
garded as  too  severe.  This  country  is  by  no  means 
in  a  condition  now  to  follow  the  English  policy  of 
nominal  quarantine,  hut  there  is  plenty  of  room  for 
applying  scientific  knowledge  and  simplifying 
regulations  and  their  enforcement.  We  arc  pecu- 
liaiiy  exposed  on  account  of  the  enormous  extent 
ol  our  seacoast  and  the  lack  of  a  uniform  system. 
It  is  only  under  national  regulation  that  a  uniform 
.system  can  be  adopted  and  reduced  to  strict  scien- 
tific requirements.  IL  is  only  by  such  a  system 
that  the  suliject  can  he  treated  according  to  the  best 
knowledge  of  the  lime  and  hy  methods  best 
iiilapled  to  our  own  conditions  and  requirements. 
We  also  suffer  a  great  disadvantage  on  account  of 
the  stream  of  iminiijrants  that  pours  in  upon  us 
from  European  ports,  after  gathering  from  all  the 
polltlted  sources  of  Eurojie  and  Asia.  Vessels 
coming  with  their  steerages  crowded  with  t^he 
poorest  and  least  cleanly  of  the  population  of  other 
countries  cannot  be  treated  as  though  tliey  brought 
only  merchandise  and  ordinary  travellers.  The 
strict  quarantine  that  has  been  estahlished  against 
ves.sels  bringing  steerage  immigrants  is  upheld  in 
part  by  a  sentiment  favorable  to  checking  that  kind 
of  iinport.ation,  but  it  is  also  a  safeguard  against  an 
exceptional  source  of  danger.  Quarantine  and  (he 
regulation  of  immigration  ought  no  doubt  to  be 
dealt  with  by  separate  and  different  measures,  hut 
in  the  present  state  of  the  laws  tliey  cannot  he  kept 
wholly  apart,  and  if  a  little  too  much  quarantine 
results  in  less  immigration  of  the  undesirable  kind 
it  cannot  be  regarded  as  altogether  an  evil. 

But  there  is  one  thing  that  we  can  do  to  protect 
ourselves  again^lan  epidemic  of  cholera  next  year, 
which  is  an  object  of  more  or  less  dread.  We  can 
give  attention  to  our  internal  sanitary  condition, 
and  that  is  in  fact  the  best  possible  protection. 
Cholera  can  be  prevented  from  becoming  the 
dreadful  scourge  that  it  has  been  in  times  p.ist, 
before  sanitary  science  had  been  applied  to  the 
protection  of  public  health.  The  infection  can  be 
mastered  with  comparative  ease  where  it  finds  no 
pollution  in  which  to  breed  and  no  filthy  conditions 
in  which  to  spread.  In  this  city,  for  instance,  if 
drainage  is  properly  attended  to,  if  streets  are  kept 
clean,  it  the  water  supjily  is  free  from  pollution, 
and  if  the  s.anitary  conditions  among  which  people 
live  are  wholesome,  there  is  little  danger  that 
cholera  will  become  epidemic,  even  thougli  the 
infection  should  make  its  appearance.  With  proper 
attention  to  those  conditions,  and  with  vigilance  on 
the  part  of  the  Board  of  Health  whenever  sporadic 
cases  appear,  the  contagion  can  be  stamped  out  and 
kept  from  spreading.  In  the  present  state  of 
medical  knowleilge  and  sanitary  science  cholera  can 
be  reduced  to  one  ot  the  least  dangerous  ol  mala- 
dies, instead  of  lieing  one  of  the  most  dreaded.  It 
is  only  a  cjueslion  ol  applying  the  menus  which 
pidilic  authorities  have  or  can  have  at  their  com- 
mand. Cleanliness  is  the  one  great  safeguard 
against  this  dreaded  enemy  of  mankind,  which 
makes  victims  chiefly  of  those  who  are  already  in 
an  unhealthy  condition  or  in  uinvbolcsome  sur- 
roundings. If  wo  put  our  cities  and  towns  in 
thorough  order  we  can  defy  the  foreign  plague,  but 
at  the  same  time  we  cannot  afford  to  neglect  any 
reasonahle  precaution  to  prevent  its  entrance  upon 
our  shores.

— Gold  was  quoted  at  292  in  Buenos  Aires  on 
the  2nd  inst. 

— Reports  of  revolution  are  still  current  in 
Buenos  Aires. 

— The  number  ol  ininiigrants  arrived  at  Buenos 
Aires  in  the  month  of  December  was  1 1, 000. 

— Montevideo  telegramsof  tlie  2nd  say  that  many 
Rio  Grande  federalists  had  left  for  the  frontier  the 
preceding  night. 

— According  to  the  latest  telegrams  the  situation 
in  tlie  Argentine  province  of  linrrientes  rem^iins 
unchanged.  By  some  a  pacific  solution  is  antici- 
pated through  tlie  inlervenliou  of  tlie  national  gov- 
ernment's representative,  wliile  others  are  expecting 
a  reopening  of  hostilities  at  any  moment. 


—The  bishop  ?t  Monlevideo  has  bwn  having 
lirayeiB  offered  for  rnin,  and  a  telegram  of  the  IwA 
says  that  the  barometer  i»  falling, 

—A  Buennii  Ayres  lelegmni  nf  the  aS'tli' ult,  says 
lliere  is  nuicli  pohticai  cxcifinenl  in  the  province 
of  that  name  and  that  disturbances  are  expected. 

—Ill  Corrientes  the  helligeronts  have  "suspended 
hiislililies,  and  the  government  has  appointed 
Marco  Avellaiieda  national  inter ventor  for  the 
province. 

— .\  Montevideo  Icdegiam  ol  tlie  2nd  snys  that 
the  crew  of  the  steamer  Jasfoid  has  muflnied  in 
thai  |)ort,  refusing  to  clear  lor  Santos  because  of 
yellow  fever. 

— It  is  reported  that  the  La  Platense  steamers, 
running  between  Buenos  Aires  and  Montevideo, 
have  been  sold  to  the  syndicate  with  which  negotia- 
tions have  been  for  some  time  in  progress. 

—A  telegram  of  the  2fith  nit.  from  Ihienos  Ayres 
states  that  the  strength  of  the  Corrienles  revolu- 
tionists is  constantly  growing.  Thty  are  said  to 
have  defeated  the  government  troops  at  Monte 
Casseros,  Mercedes  and  Hella  Vista,  capturing 
Cols.  Montana,  Paiba,  Maidanu  and   Herrera. 

—The  Moiilevidean  army  has  some  truly  gallant 
colonels  in  its  midst.  A  sliort  time  ago  we  referred 
to  the  brutal  conduct  of  one  of  these  fire-eating 
individuals  in  slashing  his  horse  with  his  sword, 
and  now  we  have  to  record  a  case  of  another  col- 
onel having  buffeted  a  poor  old  woman  because  her 
dog  bit  his  child.  We  presume  that  should  the 
opportunity  ever  occur  these  officers  wouhl  prove 
tiiemseives  equally  valiant  upon  the  field  of  battle. 
We  should  think  that  before  long  the  people  of 
Uruguay  will  begin  to  feel  ashamed  of  the  officers 
who  can  so  far  degrade  ibemselves  as  to  illireat 
women  and  animals,  and  will  insist  ou  some  punisli- 
meiil  being  meted  out  to  them.  Tiie  Uruguayan 
army  is  about  the  largest  on  record  for  the  numlier 
of  inhabitants,  and  the  officers  are  stated  to  equal 
ibe  soldiers  in  numbers.-— Buenos  Aires  Reviejv  0/ 
the  River  Plate. 


Provincial  ]\Jotes 


—  The  Rio  Grande  state  legislature  met  on  the 
31st  ult. 

— The  Pernambuco  preparatory  exliibilion  was 
closed  on  the  31st  ult. 

—The  report  that  Governor  I'orciuncula,  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  intends  to  resign,  has  heen  contradicted. 

— Reports  are  current  in  Pernambuco  that  the 
governor  is  considering  a  purpose  to  dissolve  the 
state  legislature. 

— Joao  Pedro  Locatelli,  editor  of  the  Italian 
section  of  the  newspaper  Mfn-airlH,  was  arrested 
in  Porto  Alegre  on  the  3otb  ult. 

—The  telegraph  reports  heavy  rains  in  Ccarii, 
from  which  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  year  will  be 
a  favorable  one  for  agriculture. 

— It  is  reported  from  Angra  dos  Reis  that  the 
I'"reneh  colonists  there  arc  abandoning  their  lands 
and  liave  come  into  town  in  a  starving  condition. 

— It  is  asserted  by  one  of  the  S.  Paulo  aldermen 
that  if  reductions  are  not  made  in  expenditures, 
the  municipal  budget  Ihis  year  will  show  a  deficit. 

— The  Diario  de  Santos  of  the  29th  ult.  says 
that  a  force  of  40  soldiers  of  the  22nd  battalion  of 
infantry  left  Santos  ftr  S.  Paulo  on  the  previous 
day. 

— There  was  a  fight  between  sailors  of  the  navy 
and  policemen  in  Pernambuco  on  the  evening  of 
the  1st.  Several  persons  were  injured,  and 
among   them  the   police   sub-delegate. 

— A  large  fire  occurred  in  Pernambuco  on  the 
night  of  the  1st,  the  cotton  warehouse  belonging 
to  Sr.  Neesen  being  destroyed,  together  with  975 
sacks  of  cotton.  The  losses  are  estimated  at  60,000$. 

— Aftiiirs  iu  the  city  and  state  of  Pernambuco, 
says  the  Comnierdo,  a  paper  published  there,  are 
in  a  lamentable  condition.  Crime  is  rife,  and 
outrages  of  the  most  heinous  nature  are  committed 
every  day. 

— Dr.  Fernando  Abbot,  the  Castilhista  governor 
of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  has  addressed  a  circular  to 
his  subordinates,  instructing  them  to  give  assur- 
ances of  safety  to  the  refugees  who  wish  to  return 
to  the  state,  • 

— In  Pernambuco  a  mcetirig-'of  merchants  was 
held  on  the  29th  ult,  for  the'purpose  of  protesting 
against  the  new  state  ta.xes.  The  governor  prom- 
ised to  use  his  influence  for  causing  the  burden  to 
be  lessened, 

— 'I'he  state  of  Siio  Paulo  is  going  to  establish  an 
agricultur.a!  insane  asylum.  It  is  to  cost  1,000,000$ 
and  will  doubtless  be  admirably  adapted  to  the 
holding  of  mmicios  iif^ricolas  and  the  m.anufacture 
of  postage  st.anips, 

—A  telegram  from  Chapco  d'lJv.is  says  thnt  the 
drovers  there  have-resolved  not  to  deliver  any 
more  cattle  to  the  Rio  abattoir  because  of  inability 
to  cnlleot  wliat  the  Rio  municipal  intendencia  al- 
ready owes  tliem,  -P'       .^, 

—Dr.  Americo  Braziliense  says  in  the  0/iiniao 
Nimona!,  ol  S.  Pauio,  that  Senator  Aristides  Lolra 
conformed  to  the  voiip  d'  efal,  and  the  Senator  has 
written  two  columns  in  the  Diario  Popii/iir  to 
prove  th.at  he  didn't, 

—A  Curityba  telegram  of  the  2Sth  ult.  says  that 
the  governor  of  Parana  has  recently  paid  100,000$ 
for  a  building  for  a  police  barrack  which  is  worth 
only  40,000$,  It's  the  old  tpck,'  r,f  rnnrse  ;  the 
balance  will  probably  be  judicioiisl/  diviiLd. 

— Advices  from  B.diii  reporf  an  a'tack  on  the 
town  of  Campcstre  by  tlie  aipjii;^s  of  OA.

—The  ;«(2  (/■■  dircita  of  I'ar.A  has  sustained  the 
denunciation  of  the  directors  of  the  bankrupt  Com- 
panhia  Mercantil,  Srs.  Jos^  Aj-res  Watrin  and 
Joaauim  Guilhenne  Gongalves  Vianna.  The  latter 
IS  a  nrother  of  the  Barao  de  Gondoriz  and  escaped 
arrest.  The  public  prosecutor  has  asked  for/ro- 
videncias  against  the  Bariio  himself.  These  are 
the  people  who  are  responsible  for  so  many 
"corners"  in  rubber, 

— On  the  1st  inst,  it  was  reported  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro  that  there  had  been  a  revolution  in  Sao 
Paulo,  where,  if  rumor  speaks  truly,  a  storm 
has  been  brewing  for  some  time.  It  proved, 
however,  that  the  reported  revolution  was  merely  s, 
fight  at  Cachoeira  between  the  police  and  railway 
laborers,  one  of  the  laiter  h.tving  been  arrested  and 
afterwards  rescued  by  his  companions.  It  is  said 
that  the  station-master  took  on  active  part  in  the . 
fray  and  refused  to  forward  telegrams  of  the  police 
asking  for  assistance, 

—At  a  meeting  of  planters  in  Sao  Paulo  on  the 
31st  ult.,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  measures 
for  the  introduction  of  Chinese  labor,  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  communicate  with  the  munici^ml 
councils  of  the  state  and  with  Congress  to  find 
what  assistance  can  he  procured,  and  to  study 
the  question  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  at  a 
future  session.  From  inquiries  made  in  London 
it  had  been  found  that  .it  would  cost  ^25 
per  capita  to  bring  the  laborers  from  China,  and 
that  they  wouhl  want  ^^4  per  month  as  wages.  It 
had  also  been  fonmi  that  difficulties  would  be 
encountered  in  procuring  such  laborers. 


Coffee  Notes 

— The  latest  estimate  of  the  "Government'!  crop 
of  Java  coffee  places  the  yield  at  687,55^  piculs. 

— It  is  estimated  that  ilic  civil  war  in  Venezuela 
will  reduce  the  coffee  croji  lliere  fully  20  per  cent, 

— According  to  the  latest  returns  the  coffee  in- 
dustry in  India  has  30  million  rupees  invested  in 
joint-stock  plantations,  niitls,  etc. 

—The  French  consul  at  Halavia  says  that  leal 
disease  on  the  Java  coffee  |)lanlations  is  extenditie:. 
Many  interior  plantations  have  been  dc^iiroyed  and 
the  disease  has  invaded  the  eastern  region.  The 
extension  of  cultivation  to  new  planlaiions,  how- 
ever, has  pievented  a  decrease  in  the  lolal  output. 

—In  view  of  the  adililional  exactions  of  coffee 
shippers  at  llie  D.  Pedro  II  dock.s,  would  it  not  be 
good  policy  for  the  government  to  abolisli  every 
monojioly  which  restricts  the  action  of  shippers  and 
permit  them  to  enjoy  the  fullest  liberty  in  such 
matters  which  m.ay  not  be  prejudicial  to  fiscal 
interests  ? 

— A  protest,  signed  by  all  the  leading  coflee 
exporters,  was  preseiiled  to  the  directors  of  the 
Emprezii  Industrial  de  Melhoramenlos  do  Bra/.il  on 
the  3olh  ult.  against  the  increase  of  50  reis 
capatazias  per  bag  ou  coffee  shipped  in  the  D. 
Pedro  II  docks.  Tlie  increase  is  jiurely  arbitrary 
and  rejiresents  no  additional  service  rendered  by 
the  company. 

—The  British  miiiit^ter  at  Guatemala  says  that 
"the  extraordinary  growth  of  the  coffee  industry  iu 
Central  America,  and  esjiecially  in  tlie  reimlilic  of 
Guatemala,  would  .seem  worthy  of  special  notice, 
and  inasmuch  as  thert;  arc  stilt  thousands  of  acres 
of  land  left  suilahh-  in  ihe  cultivation  of  the  plant,  it 
opens  up  an  e.M.  ,vi;  aud  marketable'  field  for 
foreign  enterprise,  rim  export  of  coffee  from

—At  a  directors'  meeting  on  the  3[st  ult.  it  was 
resolved  to  open  the  Strangers'  Hospital  for  the 
admission  of  patients  on  Sunday,  January  Sth,  at 
3  p.  m.  The  extensions  are  not  yet  all  completed, 
but  the  main  building  and  ofiices  are  now  ready 
and  the  regular  organization  is  sufiiciently  advanced 
to  permit  the  treatment  of  25  to  30  patients.  The 
nurses  are  already  in  occupation  and  the  medical 
stafThas  been  arranged.  The  directors  are  of  the 
opinion,  therefore,  that  the  opening  of  the  Hospital 
should  be  deferred  no  longer,  it  being  possible  to 
continue  the  extensions  and  the  completion  of  such 
accessory  buildings  as  the  gate-keeper's  lodge,  etc., 
without  interference  with  the  regular  work  of  the 
institution.  There  remain  to  be  completed  the  gate- 
keeper's lodge,  which  also  contains  the  gas  engine 
and  pump,  the  chalet  [which  is  to  he  the  nurses* 
:^  a  resiricnce],  the  west  wing,  and  an  extension  to  the 

\-   H  kitchen  wing.    A  cousiderable  sum  of  money  will 

be  required  for  these  constructions,  which  it  is 
anticipated  will  lie  promptly  forthcoming  as  soon 
as  the  Hospital  is  opened.

It  will  be  much  more  creditable  than  the  flimsy 
excuses  the  Argentine  authorities  sometimes 
advance. 

—On  New  Year's  day  a  commiltee  of  printers 
from  the  national  priming  office  called  on  President 
Floriano  Peixoto  and,  l.e^iides  wishing  him  a  iinppy 
new  jear,  informed  him  that  in  the  office  which  he 
honorably  and  worthily  liolds  he  has  displayed  lofly 
patriotism,  respect  for  law  and  love  for  the  institu- 
tions of  the  country,  and,  moreover,  that  the  Bra- 
zilian people  anil  the  army  and  navy  have  given 
exuberant  proofs  of  confidence  in  him.

burned.  The  loss  was  complete.  I)y  prompt 
action  on  the  pari  of  private  launch  owners  and  of 
the  authorities,  several  lighters  containing  similar 
goods,  which  lav  alongsiile  the  island,  were  towed 
lo  places  of  safety. 

It  is  said  ihat  the  fire  origiimled  in  the  explosion 
of  some  fireworks  which  h.ad  hoL-n  removed  from 
the  deposits  fiir  transportation  lo  the  ciistoni-house. 
A  number  of  lahorers  employed  on  ihe  premises 
proiiipily  ik'd  at  ihe  first  explosion,  and  the  fire 
was  hli  to  spread  at  pleasure. 

Il  has  not  been  (lefinitely  determined,  however, 
just  how  (he  fire  originated.  The  large  stock  of 
kerosene  ill  deposit  and  the  necessitv  of  some  kind 
of  liquidation,  has  given  rise  to  some  very  uglv 
rumors,  which  require  careful  investigation. 

The  accepted  estimate  of  the  total  loss  is 
1,000,000$,  a  pitrt  of  which  was  of  course  covered 
by  insurance,  principally  in  national  companies. 
t)iie  firm  carried  an  insurance  of  50,000$  in  the 
Fidelidade,  and  another  of  100,000$  in  various 
companies,  but  beyond  this  nothing  is  definitely 
known.     An  investigation  is  in  ])rogress.

—The  renresentative  in  this  cily  of  Ihe  Banco 
Uniiio  de  S.io  PruIo  says  that  Ihc  period  for  the 
redemption  without  discnnnl  of  ihe  100$  and  500$ 
notes  of  that  hank,  expired  on  June  30th,  1892, 
consequently  they  are  not  now  receivable.  Our 
readers  should  make  a  note  of  this. 

—The  Jurnal  tio  Ccmnuicia  of  Ihe  31st  ulto.  pub- 
lishes a  telegram  from  London  to  the  effect  that  llie 
receni  financial  measure  in  brazil  is  not  producing 
the  I'M  impressilo  first  reported,  Many  persons  are 
doubtful  and  suspicious,  and  the  Financial  Mtitn 
has  alt.atked  the  recent  scheme  in  a  vigorous 
editorial. 

—The  Banco  Mililar  will  receive  some  fresh  beef 
from  Rio  Grande  next  monlh  which  has  been  jire- 
served  by  the  Cecilio  d'Allo  ]>rocess.  (  VVe  are 
doubtful  of  the  classification  of  ihis  item;  as  "fresh 
beef"  it  is  coinmetcial,  as  a  preserving  process  it 
is  local  news,  as  a  banking  operation  it  is  clearly 
financial  and  the  term  "mililar"  leads  lis  to  connect 
it  with  the  army.  The  reader  must  classify  it  lo 
suit  himself.) 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  appointed  a  com- 
mittee for  proceedmg  lo  the  revision  of  Ihe 
cusKun-house  tariff  in  conformity  willi  the  authori- 
zation contained  in  t\\\.  2,  No.  3,  of  law  No.  r26A. 
of  Ncvemher  2Ist.  The  members  of  this  com- 
mitlee  are  Dr.  Francisco  Josd  da  Rocha,  sub- 
director  of  the  treasury,  Dr.  Ilonorio  Augusto 
Riheiro,  president  of  ihe  board  of  directors  of  the 
Associa^ao  Comnicc  ',  and  Inspector  of  Customs 
Sat  li  mini. 

— It  is  ]ileasing  to  note  that  Ihc  "  liua  inipressao" 
has  at  last  reached  London.  The  Brazilian  minis- 
ter tlicre  leleuraphs  lo  liie  nhiisler  of  finance  as 
follows :  "The  lusion  of  the  liiiiico  do  Brazil  and 
da  Re|)ublica  is  prodncini;  -.  ^und  impression.  It 
is  expected  here  llial  the  .luliuioo  given  to  ihc 
financial  question  will  disarm  llie  opposition."  Il 
would  be  inleiesling  til  know  who  it  is  in  London 
that  is  so  favorably  impressed  willi  such  a  make- 
shift as  that  ui  the  fusion  of  these  two  banks. 

—A  remarkable  operation  has  just  been  per- 
formed l)y  ihe  governmcnl  of  one  of  the  .South 
American  republics.  The  financial  necessities  being 
i;reat  and  pressing,  and  a  loan  being  thought 
possible  to  meet  them,  agents  were  requisitioned 
in  London  and  Paris  to  open  negnliations.  Ihtt 
negotiations  were  not  easy  of  iiiceplion,  and  the 
agents  were  becoming  very  djscournged,  when  a 
financier  asiied  them  how  their  government  ex- 
pected to  get  a  loan  witlinnt  a  budget  being 
published.  The  idea  struck  llie  agents  as  being 
exceedingly  pertinent.  They  forthwith  cabled  home 
to  the  effect  that  a  budget  must  lie  published  in  the 
London  papers  within  lorty-eight-  hours.  That  a 
budget  was  so  published  evidences  alike  the 
marvels  of  scientific  cammunicalioii  and  the  finesse 
of  needy  governments, — Momy,  London,  Nov. 
191I1.
